Mr. Garrison's address was not as 


radical as that delivered yesterday by 
President Hibben of Princeton, along 
somewhat similar lines, but he left no

strengthening the national defenses 
and making the United States ready to 
protect itselC from any and all aggres- 
sion. 
"I am utterly out of sympathy," lie 


declared, "with the idea that we 
should neglect or postpone considera- 
tion of what is now the existing con- 
dition, because of a hope or a belief, 
or even conviction that it may be al- 
tered, even radically altered in the. 
future. 


"Our 
isolation," he continued, "is 


geographical only. Modern conditions 
have caused the interests of nations to 
toe as co-related as those of families 
who have intermarried. The interests 
of many of the large nations today 
are inextricably interwoven with those 
of some or- a 11 of the others. 


"Self respect requires that we should 


be prepared to protect that which we 
cherish, which not only includes our 
material possessions, but that intangi- 
ble something which makes us a dis- 
tinctive nation in the eyes of 
the 


world." 
"The Roots of War," were discussed 


in a paper by Oscar Strauss of New 
York, formerly minister to Turkey. 
Mr. Strauss was unexpectedly called 
home yesterday, but his paper was 
read by the secretary. 


"One of the great curses of war," he 


said, "is that it settles by force, and 
what is settled by force is seldom, if 
ever, settled justly. And because such

Syracuse, N. Y., May 20.—Wil- 


liam M. Ivins, chief counsel for Wil- 
liam Barnes, in his suit for libel 
against Theodore Roosevelt, conclud- 
ed his address to the jury today by 
assailing the former president as be- 
ing the real possessor of a "Jekyl- 
Hyde personality," instead 
of 
Mr. 


Barnes. 
At the afternoon session, Justice 


Andrews delivered his instructions as 
to the final proceeding before 
the 


jury began its consideration of the 
case. 


Mr. Ivins, in his address said: 
"The whole trouble with the de- 


fendant in this case and the reason 
he has gotten himself into this posi- 
tion is that he did not follow out 
the advice which Cromwell gave to 
Cardinal Wolsey, 'cast aside ambi- 
tion. By this sin fell the angels.' " 


Referring to co:one; Roosevelt's 


reference to Mr. Barnes as having a 
Jekyl-Hyde personality, 
Mr. Ivins 


said: 


"Mr. Barnes did not have that in- 


dividual personality. It was this de- 
fendant who possessed it. 
He said 


he wanted to do up the Mr. Hyde in 
Barnes; so he appointed him to of- 
fice twice. And when he wanted to 
defeat race track legislation, he call-; 
ed in this man who was struggling 
between two personalities. 
The de- 


fense sets up that it was wrong for 
Mr. Barnes to interest himself in the 
defeat of that bill. And they over- 
look the fact that it was this defend- 
ant as president of the United States 
who asked him to do it and when 
this libel was written, this defend- 
ant wanted to kill Mr. Barnes.

Serbian Ultimatum That Caused War 


"I feel that I owe to my clients a-

London, May 20—The wave of de- 


pression which has been sweeping 
England for the past few days fol- 
lowing the receipt of war news re- 
garded as unfavorable, was checked 
today by the definite annoucemerit 
of the decision of the government to 
form a coalition cabinet, together 
with better news from the eastern 
front. 


It is thought here that the Rus- 


sian advance near Shavli, in Court- 
land, where the line of the forces of 
Emperor Nicholas have been straight- 
ened out, will do much to counteract 
the effect of the Austro-German ad- 
vance in the vicinity of Przemysl 
across the river San. 
• • 


The military writers in the morn- 


ing newspapers claim that only one 
out of 14 Russian armies has been in 
deadly danger and that Grand Duke 
Nicholas, comtnander-in-chief of the 
Russian forces in the field, is play- - 
ing his bis usual strategic game of 
drawing the 
enemy iway 
from 


his base. Petrograd maintains that 
forty 
Austrian and German army 


corps have been used during the 
fighting of the past fortnight against 
the center of the Russian Ijne along 
a front measuring 100 miles. 


Reports from Athens set forth that 


the Allies have occupied the Turkish 
position of Kilid Bahr on the Euro- 
pean side of the Straits and opposite 
Chanak. Occupation took place after 
the position had been reduced by & 
bombardment of the ,fleet. 


On the western front the only In- 


dication of activity is the continu- 
ance of artillery duels. 
The Italian parliament meets to- 


day. It is generally felt that the mo- 
mentous decision of war or peace 
can hardly be postponed beyond this 
sitting, although reports are current 
that Austria has increased the con- 
cessions she is willing to make in or- 
der to insure Italian neutrality. 


The German press, while admitting 


that war with Italy can hardly be 
prevented, views the object calmly, 
the opinion even being 
expressed 


that Austria, because of the Italian 
attack, may be compelled to make a 
seperate peace with Russia, a course 
which probably would result in the 
release of more German troops foir 
service on the western frontier. The

pntch rocelvod by the Grecian news- 
paper Messager D'Athena, from Mu- 
drot, Lemnos Island. This informa- 


tion was received today by tbe Havas 
News Agency from Athens. 


T'.ie French troops are being sup- 


ported by the French fleet which is 
stationed in* the bay. The British 
forces which debarked at Gaba Tepe 
are directing their action towards 
Krlthia with the object of surround- 
ing the Turks. 
The attack on the fortified posi- 


tions at Chibaba continues. 
The 


battle front at the latter point is 
three and one-half mile* in width.

29.)—Diplomatic 
documents 


which disclosed each successive step 
in the negotiations which resulted in 
Italy's denunciation of her treaty of 
alliance with Austria and Germany 
are contained in the Green Book is- 
sued by the Italian government. 


This history of diplomatic inter- 


changes begins with a telegram sent 
by Foreign Minister Sonnino to the 
Duke of Avarna, Italian ambassador 
at Vienna on December 9, 1914, in- 
structing him to notify Count von 
Berchtold, then Austrian 
minister, 


that the Austrian advance in Serbia 
constituted a fact covered in article 
seven of the triple alliance treaty en- 
titling Italy to compensations. Count 
von Berchtold replied that his opin- 
ion did not agree with this view, but 
on December 20 intimated that he 
had bogun to change his mlml. 


Baron Burtan, who had succeeded 


Count von Berchtold, tried to evade 


I any definite expression 
ot opinion.! 


The Duke of Avarna, on 
February; 


22, telegraphed that Austria evident- 
ly was trying to gain time but that 
she was undoubtedly being pressed 
by Germany. 
On March 9, Austria 


consented to dicusss compensations. 
Foreign Minister Sonnino laid bare 
the cardinal point of the Italian de- 
mands. 
Baron Burlan answered that 


Austria would not 
accept. 
Prince 


von Buelow, the German ambassa- 
dor Jn Rome, on March 20, in 
the 


name of Germany, guaranteed the ex- 
ecution, after the conclusion of peace 
of any demands on Austria. 


Signor Sonnino agreed to resume 


negotiations on the condition 
that 


Vienna would make concrete propos- 
als.Seven days later 
Baron 
Burian 


asked Italy to give formal agreement 
to the following clauses: 


First—Tlio maintenance of benev- 


olent polltic.il and economic neutrali- 
ty throughout tbe war. 


Second—Austria to have a 
free 


hand in the Balkans. 


Third—The renunciation on 
the 


part of Italy of any further compen- 
sation. 
Fourth—The maintenance of the 


existing Italo-Austrian accord con- 
cerning Albania. 


On April 2, Baron Burian added 


that in exchange for these pledges, 
Austria would give to Italy the dis- 
tricts of Rovcredo, Riva and Trenti- 
no as well aa a few villages. Signor

Women and the Franchise. 


In her very thorough anahsis of 


the question, presented in the form 
of a special 
contribution 
to 
The 


Christian Science Monitor, Miss Alice 
Stone Blackwell shows convincingly 
that there is no real foundation for 
the charge that women do not now 
exercise such rights of citizenship as 
they possess and that they will not. 
generally speaking, in states where 
they are now denied equal suffrage, 
make anything like full use of the 
franchise if it shall be granted them 
without limitation. She 
shows 
by 


election statistics that in every state 
where women enjoy the full right 
of suffrage they cast a. large vote. 
Jn~atl -of the suffrage states the total 
vote cast, at various elections eine* 
the dates of their respective grants 
of the franchise to women, has ex- 
hibited a very pronounced 
growth* 


It has nlore than doubled in Arizona, 
as one instance; in Kansas 
it 
lias 


risen from 
30-",444 
to 
520,200, 


while in California it 
has 
jumped 


from 385,710, in the general state 
election of 1910, to U2t;,ti89 in the 
general state election of 
1914. 
In 


commenting upon these ligures the 
Christian Science Monitor says: 


To our view one of the strongest 


points made by Miss Blacks ell is,, in 
substance, that 
men 
have 
always 


voted, and aie voting now, in pro- 
portion to their sense, or the popu- 
lar sense, of the importance of the 
election. This sense is very likely to 
be erroneous; it is usually so, for in 
a democracy the small election may 
be, and otten 
is, more 
important 


than the larger one. 
For example, 


the school election is regarded 
as 


small, and, therefore, unimportant, 
although its results may seriously af- 
fect the training 
of 
children 
for 


good citizenship and 
its 
influence 


may ramify through the years. Only 
a fraction of men voters 
turn 
out 


to school elections, as a ruie, and be- 
cause women, .following largely the 
example set by men 
often 
allow 


school elections to go practically by 
default, some men hold this against 
them "as evidence ot their unworthi- 
ness of an unrestricted use of the 
ballot. 


Miss Blackwell finds, of course, 


that '-'the large vote of women where 
they have full suffrage is in strange 
contrast with their small \ote where 


have only school suffrage." If 


suffrage of men were limited and 


then extended doubtless the 
same 


|S.'«ontrast would be found. Kansas is 


Offered'in illustration ot progression 
in this .respect. Women in that state 
were given the school franchise in 
1861 -and their vote was small for 
years.* In 1887 they were given mu- 
nicipal ^suffrage and their vote great- 
ly increased. In 1912 they were given 
full suffrage and their vote became 
an important factor in the politics of 
tl»e state. Chicago, among the cities, 
might be taken as another illustra- 
tion. Under the limited school tran- 
chise the number of women voters 
in that city was for years ridiculous- 
ly small. Under even a limited state, 
county and municipal franchise their 
Vote has multiplied. They cast 248- 


SOG votes at the recent mayoralty 
election, SO per cent ot their regis- 
tered vote going to the polls against 
Jil per cent of the registered vote of 
men. 


Plainly the old st>le and old line 


of argument against granting \\omen 
political equality with men is break- 
ing, or has been broken down. But 
because women are exercising such 
fiaiuhise rights as they have as well 
as men would exercise them under 
similar circumstances, or as well as 
men are exercising them, all the cir- 
eumstaiK'es being equal, it does not 
tollow that they aie makia the best 
possible use of their political prhi- 
leges. The men's standard of citizen- 
ship should not be women's criter- 
ion: 
women should rise abo\e it and 


never rest until they shall have lift- 
ed men also up to a new and higher 
conception of civic duty.

citizen, who once li\ed in Brooklyn 
and who has been on trial charged 
with giving military information to 
the enemies of Great Britain, com- 
mitted suicide last night in Brixton 
priron. He is reported to have hang- 
ed himself. 


Knepferle left a message written 


on a slate bearing testimony to the 
fairnebs of his tiial. 
He confessed 


he was a soldier, said he wished to 
die as a soldier and decla-red he could 
not bear to mount the scaffold as a 
spy.When court opened this morning 
foi the resumption of the trial, the 
attorney general, Lord Reading, an- 
nounced the death ot the prisoner 
to the judges. 


"Since the rise of this court last 


night," the attorney general 
said, 


"this man Kuepferle has committed 
suicide in Brixton prison. 
He was 


in a special observation cell under 
practically continuous 
observation, 


but during a short interval he seized 
the opi,ortumty of taking 
his own 


life " 


Chief Warden Cook, who 
is 
in 


charge of the prison, has 
testified 


that last night the night patrol offi- 
cer, a warden named Perrj. came to 
him and said' ' I cannot 
see the 


prisoner." Warden Cook immediately 
arose and opening the cell door, he 
found the prisoner hanging by the 
neck from a ventilator m a corner 
behind the door. He had used a silk 
scart to commit suicide and he was 
hanging clear of the floor. Warden 
Cook cut the scan ana summoned 
the prison doctor 
The man's body 


was still warm, but he could not be 
revn ed.
